“It has been

various boards of health th a t ad ­ 
vantage should be taken of assist­ 
ance which may be obtained from 
the devil works adm inistration to 
su p p le m e n t existing activities be­ 
ing condocted by boards of health,”

“This idea already has been car­ 
ried out in a num ber of communi­ 
ties and various 
projects are now

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DAYS OF SELF-DENIAL 
(From Public Ledger) 
On Wednesday, February 14, began the observance of Lent, a 
Christian memorial to the forty days of suffering and self-denial 
which preceded the first Easter. The requirem ents of Lent, w hether 
prescribed or self-imposed, are varied by creed and individual con­ 
science. and have been even more so in the long history of this season 
of fasting. 
In early centuries the rules of Lent were strict and of uni­ 
versal application and so faithfully obeyed th a t armies and garrisons 
were sometimes, in default of special dispensations, reduced to sta r­ 
vation for want of Lenten food, though well supplied with m eat. 
T hat was the fate of Orleans in 1429, and the Battle of the Herrings 
was fought to save a convoy of Lenten food intended for an English 
army besieging the city. 
In the story of other times are found curious com binations of re ­ 
ligious discipline with political policy. 
A statute of Edward VI. for 
example, pronounced that "due and godly abstinence from flesh is a 
means to virtue." but was equally concerned to encourage the Eng­ 
lish fishing industry by enforcing a faithful obseravtion of Lent. 
The nam e of the season is borrowed, like th a t of Easter, from 
non-Christian sources. 
Lent is directly derived from the Old English 
word for spring and in Germ an is related to the same root as “long,” 
so that it signifies the time of the "lengthening days." 
These are 
days of self-denial, but also days of waiting for the welcome w arm th 
and cheer which follow at last the weariness of winter. 
Many keep Lent in their fashion with conscientious self-control, 
denying themselves some pleasure or desire because they believe th a t 
self-m astery may be won by self-discipline. 
But none need con­ 
sider this a sorrowful season, for its forty days end in the m ost joy­ 
ful festival of the year, wherein are combined the C hristian celebra­ 
tion of Resurrection and the welcome return of the delight and love­ 
liness and living miracle of spring.

DEDUCTION FOR BAD DEBTS 
Bad debts constitute a consider­ 
able item in the returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one or two ways—either by deduc­ 
tion from gross income in respect 
to debts ascertained to be worth­ 
less either in whole or in part by 
a deduction of a reasonable addi­ 
tion to a reserve for bad debts. 
Taxpayers were given 
an 
option 
for 1921 to select either of the two 
methods. 
The method used in re­ 
turn for 1921 must be used in re­ 
turns for subsequent years unless 
permission is granted by the com­ 
missioner of internal 
revenue to 
change to the other method. 
Ap­ 
plication to change must be made 
at least 30 days prior to the close 
of the taxable year for which the 
change is to be effective. However, 
a taxpayer filing a first return in 
1933 may select either of the two 
methods, subject to the approval 
of the commissioner upon exam­ 
ination of the return. 
Permission 
to adopt the reserve method is lim­ 
ited to taxpayers having a large 
number of accounts where credit 
is extended over a considerable pe­ 
riod of time. 
It is not granted for 
the purpose of handling one spe­ 
cific debt. 
What constitutes a “reasonable 
addition” to a reserve for bad debts 
must be determined in the light 
of the facts and will vary as be­ 
tween classes of business and with 
conditions of business 
prosperity. 
A taxpayer using the reserve meth­ 
od should show in his return the 
volume of charge sales (or other 
business transactions) for the year 
and the percentage of the reserve 
to 
such 
an 
amount, 
the 
total 
amount of notes and accounts re­ 
ceivable at the beginning and end 
of the taxable year, and the to 
tai amount of the debts ascertain­ 
ed to be worthless 
and 
charged 
against the reserve during the tax­ 
able year.
